Tho, Yuan Fong 
bank in particular was in difflonitics, and the 
geueral feeling became morg and more alarmed 
with the result, that there was a complete 
aébidole, beyond repair. Tho Chinese Chamber 
of Commerce, as a matter of urgency, assom- 
bled together the heads of the various trades, 
and on Uctober 9 they held a apecial meeting of 
the whole body, at which the chairman, Mr. Cho 
Chin-chun, prosided, He proceeded to: makea 
statomont of the reasons for calling this movting, 
and thorenpon tho representative of the 
exchange dealers, Lin Lien-sun, spoke as 
follows :— :
